MURDER CHARGE 
FOR OFFICER 

EX-COP ACCUSED IN SHOOTING DEATH OF UNARMED MAN

OAKLAND A former transit officer has been 
charged with murder in the shooting death 
of an unarmed black man that set off violent 
protests, officials said Wednesday 
Johannes Mehserle, 27, was arrestedTiiesday 
in Nevada and on Wednesday appeared brief- 
ly in court, where he waived extradition to 
California, He was expected to be returned 
to California later Wednesday 
Alameda Country District Attorney Tom 
Orloff said he would not speculate on wheth- 
er the charge would end up being first-degree 
murder or second-degree murder. 

The shooting, captured on cell phone cam- 
eras and widely viewed on the Internet, has 
inflamed long-running tensions between law 
enforcement authorities and many African- 
American residents. 


WHAT HAPPENED 

Witnesses said Mehserle, who is white, fired 
a shot into the back of 22-year-old Oscar 
Grant while the man was lying face down 
on a train piatform at a station in Oakiand. 
Grant and others had been puiled off a train 
after reports of fighting, as New Year’s Eve 
reveiers were shuttling home after midnight. 

Hundreds of people have taken to 
the streets calling for the prosecution of 
Mehserle, with one rally last week spiraling 
into violence that resulted in more than 100 
arrests and damage to dozens of businesses, 
Mehserle surrendered without incident 
Tuesday at a family friend’s house in an 
upscale neighborhood on the east shore of 
Lake Tahoe, law enforcement officials said, 
Douglas County Undersheriff Paul Howell 


said he believes Mehserle went to Nevada for 
his own safety 

“He just wanted to get out of the Bay Area 
due to the magnitude of the incident,” Howell 
said, “He wasn’t trying to run,” 

John Burris, the attorney for the family of 
the victim, Oscar Grant, said the news of the 
charge was “terrific,” “It is consistent with the 
evidence I have seen, I think the family will 
be pleased,” Burris said, 

Mehserle had refused to talk to Bay Area 
Regional Transit investigators before resign- 
ing last week, 

“I want to know why he did it,” said BART 
board member Carole Ward Allen, “We’ve 
heard from everybody else but him. While 
I can’t speak for the entire BART board, we 
want to make this process as transparent as 
possible,”

THE GREAT DEBATE 

The setup: “Notorious,” the film biography of Notorious B.I.G., hits theaters Friday. 


Is Notorious B.I.G. 
the best rapper ever? 


“ YbuVe nobody till somebody kills you,” 

Those were the haunting lyrics of the Notorious B,LG, on “Life 
After Death,” released two weeks after his violent death in L, A, in 
1997, Those words aren't true, not in his case. 

Biggie is the best lyricist ever, dead or alive. 

His talent was real and raw, and not deified after death. Unlike 
Tupac, B,I,G, was not an artist whose tragic outcome outstripped 
his talent. 

He left a legacy of lyrics beyond contemporary comparison. He 
is often imitated (Shyne), but never duplicated. The same cannot be 
said of the countless, somewhat convincing Tupac clones, B,I,G,'s 
lyrics are as hard-hitting and relevant today as they were in the days 
before he died. 

Cameo king Lil Wayne wears the current crown, Jay-Z is timeless, 
and the underrated Black Thought reigns in hip-hop's underground, 
but there is only one rapper who perfected the poetry of the streets. 
That man was Notorious B,I,G, a,k,a, Frank White a,k,a. Biggie 
Smalls, He was born Christopher Wallace, but he had many names 
and was many things. 

The one thing he was not and will never be, in the rap game: a 
nobody 
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Is the Notorious B,I,G, the best rapper 
ever? I would have to say no. 

It's easy for people to associate death 
with greatness because, in the case of 
B,I,G,, he was murdered at the height 
of his game — same as Tupac, Therefore, 
fans can only assume he would stiU be 
as great today 

Ask yourself: If B,I,G, would have 
died after releasing two or three flop 
CDs, would we be having this debate? 

His lyrics were clever, yes. But he falls short of Tupac, who to 
some is a hip-hop god, I think Tupac's impact on this generation is 
way deeper than Biggie's, 

Finally, B,I,G,'s body of work is not enough to validate greatness. 
Every genre of music has its icons; most of the time, their worth to 
their art form is defined by how much they contributed, 

Jimi Hendrix, Prince, James Brown and the Rolling Stones have cat- 
alogs of music that shaped and laid new foundations for their genre. 
Unfortunately, we have no way of seeing how Biggie's work would 
have translated to a new generation of hip-hop. Biggie is among the 
top five MCs of aU time in my book. But the greatest, he is not.

Are you sick of ice-slicked streets? 

Is the gray sludge on sidewalks getting you 
down? 

Are your arms stiff from repeatedly clear- 
ing snow off your car with that stupid plastic 
scraper you bought at Walgreens? 

'You’re so not alone. 

As expected, Chicago winter is turning 
expressways into ice rinks, front steps into 
snow drifts and pavement into a pitted mess 
more appropriate on the moon. But what 
hasn’t been expected: record snowfall and 
cold in December and what one city official 
called an “explosion” of potholes. The high 
forecast for Thursday is 2 degrees below zero, 
and that doesn’t factor in the wind. 

This is hands down the snowiest winter in 
almost a decade, according to WGN’s chief 
meteorologist, Tom Skilling. As of Tuesday it 
snowed approximately 38.3 inches at O’Hare, 
about 2 inches more than the amount that 
usually falls over an entire season. Skilling 
said. 

“This season is reminiscent of terrible mid- 
’70s winters, the benchmark for horrible snow 
and temperatures,” Skilling said. “There have 
only been 21 colder winters in 139 years.” 

That’s right, locals. Tbu’re no winter wimps. 
This season is one bad mother. 

As a result, some locals are on the extreme 
end of anti-winter sentiment, compounded 
by a recent— and, as of last week, aban- 


doned-city effort to conserve snow-fight- 
ing resources by skimping on some side street 
removal. Some are even mulling a move out 
of the city 

Rod Yusko of the West Loop has survived 
15 Chicago winters but doesn’t know if he 
can go for sweet 16. This after a “monster” 
pothole took out his already ailing 1991 Ford 
Tempo, 'Yusko said. 

“My {wheel] alignment got completely 
messed up,” 'Yusko, 38, said of a recent run-in 
with a series of potholes at Western Avenue 
and Division Street. “I hit two or three holes 
in a 10 -second succession. I’m going to have to 
get a new car. It’s not even worth a repair.” 

The seeming death blow to Ychsko’s Ford 
might be on the extreme end, but so many 
other winter woes abound. 

So RedEye got out our figurative shovels 
and dug deep into this whole wintry mess: 
snow-clogged alleys, pothole problems and 
the question of why the city and state can’t, 
well, speed the plow 

Side hustle 

In December, residents and some local aider- 
men unleashed their ire when the city exper- 
imented with waiting for regular business 
hours before plowing side streets, instead 
focusing much of the manpower on the arteri- 
al streets including Western Avenue, Halsted 
Street and King Drive. Residents were asked 
to call in to 311 with side-street snow gripes. 

The shift in side-street approach was an

attempt to save resources by reducing over- 
time labor costs, but early this month the 
Daley administration put the kibosh on the 
conservation effort, the Tribune reported. 

“Unfortunately, it didn’t work out very 
well,” Streets and Sanitation Commissioner 
Michael Picardi told aldermen at a hear- 


ing Jan. 6, attended by the Tribune. “So, we 
should expect then a significant increase in 
service on side streets in future snows.” 

Still, don’t expect to see side streets as clean 
as major thoroughfares, said Department 
of Streets and Sanitation spokesman Matt 
Smith. 


HAY, THAT’S MY SPOT! 


It’s obvious why locals save their parking 
spaces using the “dibs” system this time 
of year. With snow storms as common as 
weirdos at “American Idol” tryouts, you hate 
to see someone else take a spot you spent 
20 minutes shoveling out. 

Resist that temptation, said a spokesman 
for the city’s streets and sanitation 
department. Dibs are unbecoming in the 
City of Big Shoulders. 


“I had a car take a spot I had shoveled 
out as if I were some beast of burden, so I 
know how it feels,” said Matt Smith of the 
Department of Streets and Sanitation. “But 
calling spaces causes problems. It’s just a 
fact of life that you will shovel a spot out and 
possibly lose it. Just think: You’ll probably get 
a space you didn’t shovel out too this winter.” 

Perhaps adding more punch to his point 
is the tacky way some locals are calling dibs.

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He said side streets aren’t wide enough 
to accommodate plows nor is there enough 
through traffic to activate the salt. Parked 
cars pose a problem for plows too, Smith said. 
“The snow plow isn’ t whisking snow awa}^ it’s 
pushing it to the sides, so we could actually 
cover cars if we aren’t careful,” he said, adding 
that he isn’t above the fray and often cleans 
his family’s cars after extreme snowfall. 

“Plus, we don’t want to get too close and 
take off people’s fenders and doors.” 


Holey war 

Potholes are the bane of his existence, 
Chatham’s Chris Louis said, but at least 
they are improving his athleticism. 

“If there was a competitive pothole sla- 
lom league, I would be successful,” Louis, 
30, said, citing what he called the particu- 
larly pocked intersection of 6ist Street and 
Woodlawn Avenue. “I get around these 
craters, but once I memorize {the] potholes 
{in} them, there are new ones.” 

Louis isn’t exaggerating the pothole 
problem in the city, according to stats 
provided by the Chicago Department of 
Transportation, which reveal crater action 
all over the city In the first eight days of 
January, the city filled more than 30,000, 
CDOT spokesman Brian Steele said. But 
like “Bond” sequels, they just keep coming 
back. 

Count them up. There were more than 
4,000 open potholes logged in the system 
as of Tuesday, Steele said. His department 
receives pothole reports from residents via 
311 and uses that data to create a virtual map 
to show a “current pothole picture.” 

That picture ain’t pretty, according to 
Steele, who said 311 receives an average 
of 200 to 300 calls a day The number has 
jumped as high as 500. 

But there are reparations for riled up 
motorists— kinda sorta. The city will par- 
tially reimburse you for pothole damage if 
you file a complaint to the city clerk’s office 
up to one year from the date of the incident, 
the Tribune reported, adding that pot- 
hole victims can download the form from 
chicityclerk.com, describe the damage and 
file a police report. 

Photos of the damage could help, a 
Chicago Department of Transportation 
spokesman said. Those who have repaired 
their vehicles should enclose a bill, and 
those who have not should include at least 
two estimates in order to be reimbursed up 
to $2,000 for half the damage, the Tribune 
advised. 

Why just half? The other portion of the 
responsibility is on the driver, according to 
Steele, who said you have a chance to avoid 


incidents by driving slowly and carefully in 
cratered areas. 

Speed the plow 

West Loop’s Yusko would like to know why, 
during one of the first big winter storms last 
month, city snow plows seemed to move at 
a snail’s pace. He remembers one particular 
snowy night on Dec. 16 when he took the 
CTA, and street traffic was so slow that he 
got off, walked, and still beat the bus to its 
destination. 

“I think they’re doing OK in the after- 
math,” Yusko said of the city’s snow removal 
efforts from December and to date. “I think 
their preparation needs to be a little better. 
No, much better.” 

It wasn’t much better for drivers, accord- 
ing to South Sider Melvin Jefferson, who 
said his 20 -minute commute from down- 
town to his home off the 79th Street exit 
stretched to 120 minutes. 

“It was a fiasco,” Jefferson said, adding 
that the city’s latest snow removal efforts 
have been less than impressive. 

Smith begs to differ. He said the city 
regularly staffs 274 snow-fighting trucks, 
informally known as “The 300,” in a nod to 
the box office smash. Those trucks, despite 
the “hardworking drivers” aboard them, 
can move only as fast as traffic. Smith said. 
On top of that main fleet, the city deploys 
24 smaller plows, which tackle narrow side 
streets. Garbage trucks, too, can join in the 
snow-fighting fun by attaching 200 quick- 
hitch plows to the vehicles. Smith said. 

Despite the show of force, the speed will 
not change if traffic is slow, according to 
Smith. 

It’s the same story for plows on the 
expressways, according to Illinois 
Department of Transportation spokes- 
woman Marisa Kollias, who said the vehi- 
cles travel approximately 45 mph, but can 
be much slower in heavy traffic. 

“Neither the city nor the state can clear 
rush hour traffic, so if everyone is moving 
I mph because of snow conditions, we can 
only move that fast,” Smith said.

‘Suspicious’ rider was 
Secret Service agent

The suspicious person who caused an unscheduled two- 
hour stop for a Metra train Wednesday morning and a 
search of its passengers was a U.S. Secret Service agent. 

Metra spokeswoman Judy Pardonnet said the incident 
began when a plainclothes Secret Service agent asked a 
Naperville ticket agent whether there were metal detec- 
tors aboard the BNSF Line 
train and indicated he was 
carrying a gun. “He did not 
identify himself as any type of 
law-enforcement officer. That 
concerned the ticket agent,” 
Pardonnet said. 

But Kristina Schmidt of 
the Secret Service office in 
Chicago said a preliminary 
review showed the agent had 
acted properly and identified 
himself to the ticketing staff 
Assuming all was fine, the 
agent boarded the train, she 
said. 

It was a few minutes later 
that police boarded the train. 
The agent again identified himself, Schmidt said, not real- 
izing his interaction with the Metra employee had led to 
the train being stopped. The express train departed the 
downtown Naperville station at 8 a.m., then made an 
unscheduled stop in Lisle. 

Pardonnet said the Secret Service agent had never 
taken the train before. 

Sergeant Ron Wilke of the Lisle Police Department 
said no charges would be filed, and he declined to iden- 
tify the agent.

SPRINGFIELD Hours after Gov Blagojevich convened a new 
Illinois Senate and urged lawmakers to “find the truth,” sena- 
tors took the first steps Wednesday toward a trial to deter- 
mine whether the impeached governor is booted from office 
for corruption and abuse of power. 

Meanwhile, the Illinois House conducted another 
impeachment vote, reaffirming the decision reached last 
week. The only dissent came from the governor’s sister-in- 
law, newly sworn in as a state representative. 

It was a bizarre day even by the colorful standards of 
Illinois politics. 

The Democratic governor presided over the first meeting 
of a Senate whose most urgent task is putting Blagojevich on 
trial. The senators reacted with stony silence to most of what 
Blagojevich said and did. 

Before he left, Blagojevich alluded to his troubles and the 
upcoming Senate trial. 

“These are challenging times, hard economic times facing 
the people of Illinois,” he said. “I hope we can find away, as 
we deal with other issues, to find the truth and sort things 
out, to put the business of the people first.” 

The Senate later voted 58-0 to adopt rules for conduct- 
ing Blagojevich’s trial. New Senate President John Cullerton 
(D-Chicago) said the impeachment rules were modeled after 


those used by the U.S. Senate at the impeachment trial of 
President Bill Clinton. 

Members of the Senate were sworn in as jurors. A sum- 
mons was delivered to the governor’s office to notify him of 
the proceedings. 

The Illinois House, meanwhile, also began a new session. 
The first order of business was repeating last week’s impeach- 
ment vote to ensure the process won’t be complicated by the 
end of one General Assembly and the beginning of a new 
one. 

“Our Inauguration Day is traditionally a day exclusively for 
celebration, but the oath we’ve just taken requires that we 
immediately take up the issue of the governor’s lack of fidel- 
ity to the state constitution and its laws,” said Rep. Barbara 
Flynn Currie (D- Chicago), who headed the chamber’s 
impeachment committee. 

The first time around, impeachment passed 114-1. This 
time it was approved 117-1, with the only “no” coming from 
the governor’s sister-in-law. Rep. Deborah Mell (D-Chicago). 
Her sister is married to Blagojevich. 

“I have known the governor for more than 20 years and 
the charges in the impeachment were difficult to reconcile 
with the man and brother-in-law I know,” Mell said in a state- 
ment afterward. “I could not in good conscience vote for his 
impeachment.” tribune contributed.

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Jewel unveils food label system 


Supervalu, parent company of Jewel-Osco, on 
Wednesday unveiled a labeling system aimed 
at giving shoppers a simpler way to decipher 
nutrition levels in food. 

The tags are aimed at helping shoppers 
identify healthier options and are expected 
to ultimately cover about lo percent of the 
items in a Jewel store. 

It’s the latest example of the food industry 
trying to give consumers easy-to-use nutri- 
tion information. 

Federal law requires detailed data on food 
packages, but it’s complicated and in small 
print, 

Supervalu’s system involves putting color- 
coded tags on grocery shelves, initially for 
about 4,200 items. 

For instance, foods that are considered 
excellent or good sources of fiber will be 
denoted by orange tags, while low-calorie 


foods will be represented by a purple tag. 
Color-coded tags also will be used on foods 
that are low in saturated fat and salt; that are 
excellent or good sources of protein and cal- 
cium; or, that have a certain amount of whole 
grains, 

“We want to be a conduit of nutritional 
information,” said Jeff Noddle, Supervalu’s 
chief executive, “We thought this way was 
the simplest way for consumers to under- 
stand,” 

Supervalu’s system is expected to appear in 
Chicago-area Jewel stores in May 
Dominick’s, the Chicago area’s second- 
largest grocery chain, doesn’t have a rating 
system for branded foods. But it does have 
color-coded labeling on its proprietary Eating 
Right line of about 300 items. The color codes 
designate attributes like “low cholesterol” or 
“fat free,”

As a rule, there are certain items we avoid buy- 
ing on the cheap. Laundry detergent and toilet 
paper, for example. Also, underwear, (Like 
Mom always said, if you ever get hit by a car . . .) 

Sushi is right up there too, but we Ve made 
an exception for Rollapalooza, This Boystown 
B YOB won’t wow you with melt-in-your- 
mouth toro (it’s not even on the menu) or 
expertly rolled maki (some come out look- 
ing pretty sloppy), but it’s 
got the basics covered. 
Most important, the ingre- 
dients are tasty— and fresh, 
Rollapalooza’s best val- 
ues are the “sets,” predeter- 
mined combos ordered by 
number. For less than you’d 
pay at Whole Foods for a 
similar set-up, you get two or 
three rolls prepared on-the- 
spot at a sushi bar that runs 
the length of the small, bright 
storefront space. 

Set Ai, for example, includes 
three rolls— salmon, tuna and 


spicy tuna— for just $6, Az gets you eel, yel- 
lowtail and avocado maki for the same price. 

Though the low-end sets include only stan- 
dard maki, they’re so cheap you can tack on 
a specialty roll and still have money to burn 
before breaking $20, One of our favorites 
is the eel, cucumber, avocado and tempura 
shrimp roll coated in tempura crunch, topped 
with green masago and served with tangy- 
sweet wasabi sauce; it’s called, for the amuse- 
ment of anyone who watched Saturday-morn- 
ing cartoons in the late ’80s or early ’90s, the 
Ninja Turtle ($8), Just one word of warning 
about the specialty rolls: Expect to get crab 
stick instead of real kani when you order any- 
thing with “crab,” 

As with most budget spots, Rollapalooza 
has its quirks. Our favorite is the larger-than- 
life photo poster that covers an entire back 
wall. It’s a close-up shot of a sushi roll with 
the word Turn stenciled across in foot-tall 
orange lettering. It’s a strong come-on, for 
sure, but we can’t argue with it,

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The real 
Chicago gets 
its closeup 
in Patrick 
Swayze’s 
new series 
‘The Beast’ 


Chicagoans have another reason to call their town 
“The City of Big Shoulders”: It helps carry A&E's 
new crime drama, “The Beast,” 

Shot all over Chicago last year, “The Beast” has 
made headlines mostly because star Patrick Swayze 
filmed while fighting pancreatic cancer. But make 
no mistake, the Wincfy City battles Swayze’s tough- 
as-nails FBI agent Charles Barker for the distinc- 
tion as the series’ most memorable character. 

Local scenery and Swayze’s performance are the 
best things about this run-of-the-mill cop drama. 
Few productions, except for maybe Christopher 
Nolan’s Batman movies, have gone so far beyond 
pat landmarks such as Wrigley Field and the Sears 
Tower to show the real, gritty, beautiful city The 
show opens with Barker looking out the window of 
his grungy apartment as the “F’ rumbles past, a visu- 
al cue to viewers that they’re about to take a gloomy 
ride through the seedy underbelly of Chicago— and 
Barker’s mind. 


The production shot in Wicker Park, in 
Chinatown, outside the Federal Building and, appar- 
ently, in dark alleys and streets all over the city We 
see the mysterious city in scenes— secret lakefront 
meetings lit only by the downtown skyline, an 
ambush in a grimy “F’ car and a confrontation with a 
reluctant informant at Montrose Harbor in the dead 
of winter— that all are gorgeous in their starkness. 
The Chicago background makes the show dis- 
tinctive, as does Swayze’s performance. He is terrific 
as Barker, a grizzled agent whose years of working 
undercover have blurred the lines of what he’ll do 
to bring the bad guys down. He’s so off the grid that 
an FBI Internal Affairs team is investigating him for 
being a possible rogue agent. 

Believe me. Jack Bauer of “24” has nothing on 
Barker, 

In his recent interview with Barbara Walters, 
Swayze said he often was doubled over in pain on his 
bathroom floor just hours before his call time during 


filming. You can see all that pain and fury in Swayze’s 
performance. His haggard Barker mercilessly 
instructs/hazes his rookie partner, FUis Dove, played 
by former model Travis Fimmel, Swayze’s scenes 
with Chicago actor Kevin J, O’Connor— who plays 
Barker’s sad-eyed FBI handler, Conrad— crackle, 
Fimmel, best known in acting circles for the failed 
syndicated series “Tarzan,” is clearly outmatched by 
Swayze, but he is a surprise. His acting is more quiet 
than Swayze’s, which is perfect for the role. After all. 
Dove is getting schooled and then some by Barker, 
Unfortunately, the cliche-fiUed script and trite 
plot lines don’t reach the quality of the performanc- 
es by Swayze or Chicago, Be prepared to unplug 
your brain before watching— there’s nothing wrong 
with that, by the way— because several events defy 
logic, like Barker blowing up an SUV by firing a 
rocket launcher from inside an apartment. 

But keep your eyes on Swayze and Chicago, and 
you’ll find beauty in “The Beast,”
